Thirty-fifth  Animal  Meeting. 


The  Thirty-fifth  Annual  Meeting  of  the  "  Association  for 
Improving  the  Condition  of  the  Poor  "  was  held  at  the  rooms 
©f  the  Association,  No.  108  Livingston  street,  on  Monday 
evening,  October  7th,  1878. 

The  President,  R.  W.  Ropes,  presided. 

The  minutes  of  the  Annual  Meeting  held  October  8,  1877, 
were  read  by  the  Secretary. 

The  Annual  Report  was  then  read,  and  was  unanimously 
adopted  as  the  Report  of  the  Society,  and  the  Board  of  Man- 
agers were  authorized  to  print  a  sufficient  number  of  copies 
for  circulation. 

The  Association  proceeded  to  the  election  of  the  following 
Officers  and  Managers  for  the  ensuing  year. 

The  Minutes  were  then  approved,  and  the  Society  adjourned.

THIRTY-FIFTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 


OF  THE 


Brooklyn  Association  for  Improving  the 
Condition  of  the  Poor. 


At  the  close  of  \the  thirty-fifth  year  of  the  existence  ol  this 
Association — a  year  believed  to  be  specially  remarkable  for 
difficulty  of  finding  employment  by  those  seeking  it,  and  for  the 
scanty  profits  realized  by  all  engaged  in  manufacture  or  trade, 
when,  therefore,  it  might  reasonably  be  expected  that  the  de- 
mands upon  charity  would  be  unusually  clamorous,  and  the 
means  of  satisfying  them  considerably  curtailed — it  is  a  source 
of  congratulation  that  no  really  destitute  deserving  person  has 
been  turned  from  this  place,  unaided,  for  want  of  funds  with 
which  to  render  at  least  temporary  assistance.  The  decline  in 
the  values  of  all  the  necessities  of  life  has  made  the  purchasing 
power  of  money  received  so  much  greater,  and  the  additional 
checks  adopted  against  obtaining  relief  from  us  unworthily  h:ive 
been  so  efficacious,  that  the  Managers  feel  confident  that  in  no 
previous  year  have  the  objects  of  the  Association  been  more 
fully  accomplished.

Beginning  in  November  last,  the  store  No.  67  Smith  street 
was  hired  as  a  Depot  from  which  the  Association  could,  through 
its  own  employees,  distribute  provisions,  groceries,  and  clothing, 
and  to  which  gifts  of  goods  other  than  cash  might  be  sent.  A 
special  committee  was  appointed,  to  whose  general  charge  the 
Depot  was  committed ;  necessary  goods  were  bought  at  whole- 
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sale,  packed  in  proper  shape,  and  delivered  by  the  storekeeper, 
employed  by  the  Association,  on  orders  given  by  the  General 
Agent  and  Ward  Agents,  to  the  deserving  poor.  A  sub-commit- 
tee of  the  above-named  special  committee  arranged  for  and 
organized  a  committee  of  ladies,  to  take  charge  of  clothing  pre- 
sented to  the  Association,  and  to  superintend  the  making  of 
garments,  by  needy  women,  from  new  material  purchased  ;  and 
these  ladies  met,  regularly,  from  December  to  March,  in  a  room 
warmed,  lighted,  and  given  for  the  purpose. 

The  result  of  the  Depot  Committee's  labors  is  believed  to  just- 
ify the  utmost  expectations  entertained  of  its  desirability  and 
usefulness.  From  the  Depot  were  filled  6,981  orders,  of  a  total 
value  of  $7,633.81,  at  a  total  expense  of  8T3o  per  centum  of  the 
value  of  the  goods  distributed  ;  and  the  value  of  goods  other 
than  cash,  given  to  the  Association,  was  increased  fifty  per 
centum  over  the  previous  year.  It  is  proposed  to  establish  a 
branch  depot,  for  delivery  only,  in  one  of  the  eastern  wards  of 
the  city,  to  accommodate  applicants  living  in  the  Twenty-first, 
Twenty-third,  Twenty -fourth  and  Twenty-fifth  Wards.  Goods 
for  it  will  be  packed  at  the  Central  Depot,  at  no  increase  of 
expense.  • 

The  same  committee  arranged  for  the  publication,  without 
expense  to  the  Association,  of  two  numbers  of  the  "  Brooklyn 
Charities  Record  and  Directory  "—9,500  copies  in  all— in  Febru- 
ary and  April  last.  At  their  request,  Mr.  John  T.  Martin  kind- 
ly opened  his  gallery  for  the  benefit  of  the  Association,  from 
which  $441.41  was  realized. 

Early  last  Fall  it  was  found  very  desirable  to  adopt  more 
thorough  measures  for  the  investigation  of  cases  of  applicants 
of  doubtful  merit.  A  special  agent  was  employed  for  the  pur- 
pose, temporarily  at  first,  but  his  efficiency  and  value  were  soon 
so  apparent  that  he  was  engaged  for  the  year.  He  thoroughly 
examined  several  hundred  cases  submitted  to  him,  and  his  esti- 
mable report,  published  in  full  herewith,  shows  some  extraordi- 
nary results.  The  details  of  each  case  are  on  file  here,  all  in 
order  for  ready  reference  ;  and  even  a  casual  look  at  these  records 
shows  how  entirely  misapplied  is  the  charity  that  gives  to  the 
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street  beggar  without  further  investigation  than  a  glance  at  the 
ragged  clothes  or  dirty  face. 

A  desire  having  been  frequently  expressed  by  members  of  the 
Association  to  know  whether  those  to  whom  they  gave  tickets 
were  really  looked  after,  and  sometimes  the  charge  warmly 
made  that  no  attention  was  paid  to  their  tickets,  the  General 
Agent  has  adopted  the  plan  of  sending  a  postal-card,  as  follows —

— to  the  signer  of  any  ticket  presented  whose  holder  is  found 
unworthy ;  and  members  may  rest  assured  that  all  applicants, 
bringing  tickets  signed  by  members  of  this  Association,  do  have 
their  condition  investigated,  and  enough  relief  given,  if  they  are 
found  worthy,  to  alleviate  present  distress  ;  and  the  General 
Agent  would  gladly  have  the  particulars  of  any  allegation  to 
the  contrary. 

Rev.  Samuel  Bayliss,  after  faithfully  and  zealously  serving 
this  Association  for  eighteen  years,  has,  through  increasing  age 
and  infirmity,  been  obliged  to  resign  his  potition  as  Correspond- 
ing Secretary,  which  will  be  a  cause  of  regret  to  all  who  have 
known  him  and  his  indefatigable  efforts  for  the  welfare  of  this 
Association.  His  duties  will  be  performed  by  the  present  effi- 
cient General  Agent — Mr.  D.  H.  Hawkins. 

The  Association  confidently  appeals  to  its  present  members  for 
an  increase  of  their  usual  contributions,  and  respectfully  requests 
from  all  not  now  members  a  careful  consideration  of  its  objects, 
methods,  and  results.  The  coming  Winter,  with  the  withdrawal 
of  all  out-door  relief  by  the  Commissioners  of  Charity,  promises 
to  develop  a  need  for  the  utmost  benevolence  of  the  charitably 
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disposed,  and  their  kindness  should  not  be  worse  than  wasted 
by  indiscriminate  almsgiving.  Two  difficulties  embarrass  at- 
tempts at  the  improvement  of  the  condition  of  the  poor— one,  the 
shrinking  from  public  observation  of  those  most  needing  assist- 
ance, now  really  needing  it  for,  perhaps,  the  first  time,  and  with 
excusable  pride  hiding  their  necessities  ;  the  other,  that  hasty, 
thoughtless  giving  of  alms  to  the  first  comer,  probably  a  vaga- 
bond, whom  charity  only  encourages  and  supports  in  idleness  or 
vice.  This  Association,  by  its  large  membership,  long  experi- 
ence, and  organized  methods,  is  perfectly  equipped  to  meet  and 
overcome  these  embarrassments,  and  affords  a  trustworthy 
channel  for  the  temporary  relief  of  honest  poverty,  and,  properly 
used,  is  an  admirable  safeguard  against  the  increase  of  profes- 


sional, vicious  pauperism.

PEIFCIPLES  AND  OBJECTS  OF  THE 

ASSOCIATION. 


We  beg  leave  to  call  special  attention  to  the  following 
rules : 

Let  it  be  distinctly  understood  that  this  Association  is  not — in  its 
extended  sense — -public  or  general ;  that  is,  it  does  not  belong  to  the 
public  at  large,  but  to  those  who  annually  subscribe  to  its  funds,  and 
only  such  have  a  right  to  send  applicants. 

This  Association  is  organized  for  a  special  purpose,  and  its  labors 
are  specific.  It  seeks  to  do  collectively  just  what  the  benevolent 
desire  to  do  individually,  viz. :  to  elevate  the  moral  and  physical 
condition  of  the  worthy  poor,  and,  as  far  as  possible,  relieve  their 
necessities. 

The  following  is  an  abstract  of  the  fundamental  rules  by  which 
the  work  of  this  Association  is  governed : 

1st. — To  give  relief  only  after  a  personal  investigation  of  each 
case,  either  by  visitation  or  thorough  inquiry. 

2d. — To  give  only  articles  immediately  necessary,  and  least  sus- 
ceptible of  misuse. 

3d. — To  give  assistance  at  the  right  moment, — not  to  prolong  it, 
but  to  restrict  and  modify  relief  according  to  the  necessity  which 
calls  for  it. 

TEMPEKANCE. 

4th. — To  require  from  every  one  who  receives  aid  abstinence  from 
all  intoxicating  drinks  as  a  beverage ;  of  such  as  have  children  of  a 
proper  age  that  they  be  kept  at  school,  unless  unavoidable  circu.  n- 
stanoes  prevent,  and  that  those  of  suitable  age  be  apprenticed  to

some  trade  or  sent  to  service — tlie  design  being  to  make  the  poor 
4  a  party  to  their  own  improvement  and  elevation.    The  willfnl  vio- 
lation or  disregard  of  this  rule  will  debar  the  applicant  from  further 
relief. 

RECENT  EMIGRANTS. 

5th. — To  give  no  relief  to  recent  emigrants,  except,  perhaps,  in 
urgent  cases  for  once,  or  until  they  can  be  referred  to  the  Commis- 
sioners of  Emigration,  when  the  responsibility  of  this  Association 
towards  them  shall  cease ;  the  reason  of  this  rule  being  that  the 
Commissioners  of  Emigration  are  obliged  by  law  to  care  for  such 
persons,  if  needy,  during  five  years  after  their  arrival,  and  are  pro- 
vided with  means  for  this  very  purpose ;  consequently,  every  dollar 
expended  on  such  cases  by  this  Association  would  be  an  improper 
appropriation  of  fluids  intrusted  to  it  for  other  objects. 

THE  PERMANENTLY  DEPENDENT. 

6th. — To  give  no  aid  to  persons  who,  from  infirmity,  imbecility,  old 
age,  or  any  other  cause,  are  likely  to  continue  unable  to  earn  tneir 
own  support,  and  consequently  to  become  permanently  dependent. 
In  extreme  cases,  or  until  they  can  be  referred  to  the  proper  author- 
ities or  institutions  for  permanent  relief,  assistance  may  be  given 
once  or  twice.  The  reason  of  this  rule  is,  that  the  permanently  de- 
pendent are  not  regarded  as  proper  subjects  for  this  Association,  as 
we  have  no  permanent  fund ;  and,  because,  if  these  should  continue 
to  be  relieved,  the  entire  receipts  of  the  Association  would  soon  be 
exhausted  in  the  support  of  a  permanent  list,  and  our  primary 
object,  "  The  elevation  of  the  moral  and  physical  condition  of  the 
Poor,"  be  defeated.  Such  persons  should  become  an  in-door  public 
charge,  which  is  far  better  for  them  than  to  rely  upon  incidental  and 
uncertain  relief, 

persistent  alms-seekers. 

7th. — To  discontinue  relieving  all  who  manifest  a  purpose  to  de- 
pend on  alms  rather  than  on  their  own  exertions  for  support.  The 
maintenance  of  such  is  incompatible  with  the  objects  of  this  Associ- 
ation, because  such  persons  soon  become  so  debased  by  long-con- 
tinued gratuitous  relief  that  there  is  no  hope  of  inciting  them  to 
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self-support,  and  to  aid  them  would  be  to  encourage  vice  and  indo- 
lence, and  further  a  great  social  evil. 

By  refusing  aid  to  the  persons  described,  none  are  necessarily  left 
to  suffer.  Even  those  who  obstinately  persist  in  their  vicious  course, 
and  cannot  be  relieved  by  this  charity  without  injury  to  themselves 
and  the  community,  still  have  a  resource  in  the  legal  relief  to  which 
they  are  referred — so  that  all  are  cared  for. 

The  Association  is  not  intended  to  supersede  existing  charities,  but 
as  far  as  practicable  to  supplement  them  and  make  them  available 
to  those  for  whom  they  are  designed. 

It  will  be  obvious  to  all  that  this  association  is  governed  by  such 
humane  and  economical  considerations  as  have  most  important  moral 
and  social  bearings  on  the  individuals  concerned,  and  the  public  at 
large.  Our  whole  aim  is  to  help  those  who  will  strive  to  help  them- 
selves. 


CERTIFICATE  OF  INCORPORATION 


The  undersigned,  being  each  and  every  one  of  them  of  full  age, 
and  citizens  of  the  United  States  and  of  the  State  of  New  York, 
desiring  to  associate  themselves  for  benevolent  and  charitable  pur- 
poses, pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  an  act  entitled  "  An  Act  for  the 
Incorporation  of  Benevolent,  Charitable,  Scientific  and  Missionary 
Societies/'  passed  April  12th,  1848,  and  of  the  several  acts  extending 
and  amending  the  said  act,  do  hereby  certify : 

That  the  name  or  title  by  which  such  Society  shall  be  known  in 
law  is,  "  The  Brooklyn  Association  for  Improving  the  Condition  of 
the  Poor." 

That  the  particular  business  and  objects  of  such  Society  are  to  be 
the  elevation  of  the  moral  and  physical  condition  of  the  indigent ; 
and,  as  far  as  is  compatible  with  these  objects,  the  relief  of  their 
necessities. 

That  the  number  of  Managers  to  manage  the  same  shall  be  eighty- 
two,  nine  of  whom  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of 
business,  and  shall  consist  of  one  President,  five  Vice-Presidents, 
one  Treasurer,  one  Corresponding  Secretary,  one  Recording  Secre- 
tary, an  Executive  Committee  of  eight,  and  an  Advisory  Committee 
of  sixty -five. 

That  the  following  named  persons  shall  be  the  Managers  of  said 
Society  for  the  first  year  of  its  existence 
Reuben  W.  Ropes,  President.

BY-LAWS 


OF  THE 

BROOKLYN  ASSOCIATION  FOR  IMPROVING 
THE  CONDITION  OF  THE  POOR. 


ARTICLE  I. 

Every  person  who  becomes  an  Annual  subscriber,  shall  be  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  II. 

The  President  and  {Secretaries  shall  perform  such  duties  as 
usually  pertain  to  their  offices. 

ARTICLE  III, 

The  Treasurer  shall  give  such  security  for  the  faithful  perform- 
ance of  the  trust  reposed  in  him,  as  the  Association  may  demand 
and  approve.  He  shall  take  in  charge  all  funds  ;  keep  an  account 
of  all  receipts  and  disbursements ;  and  pay  all  duly  authorized 
demands.  At  the  Annual  Meeting,  he  shall  render  a  particular 
and  correct  statement  of  his  receipts  and  disbursements  to  the 
Association.  He  shall  also  exhibit  a  summary  report  to  the  Board 
of  Managers  at  their  stated  meeting,  and  whenever  called  upon  bj 
them  for  that  purpose. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  exclusive  control  of  the  funds 
of  the  Association,  and  authority  to  elect  or  appoint  a  General 
Agent ;  to  make  By-Laws  ;  to  fill  vacancies  in  its  own  body,  and 
generally  to  adopt  such  measures  as  +he  objects  of  the  Institution 
may  require.  It  shall  meet  for  the  transaction  of  business,  at  least 
once  every  month  except  the  months  of  June,  July,  and  August  •

and  the  Annual  MeetiDg  of  the  Association  shall  be  convened  in 
the  month  of  October,  on  such  day  as  the  said  Board  shall  decide, 
when  i he  Board  shall  submit  a  report  of  its  proceedings,  and  the 
Officers  and  Managers  for  the  ensuing  year,  except  the  GtneraJ 
Agent,  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot  or  viva  voce,  as  may  be  determine 
at  the  time.  In  case  of  a  failure  to  hold  the  specified  meeting  ra 
October,  a  special  meeting  for  the  same  purpose  shall  be  convened 
in  the  course  of  the  ensuing  month. 

ARTICLE  V. 

Special  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Managers  may  be  called  by  the 
Secretary  at  the  request  of  the  President,  or  on  receiving  a  requi- 
sition signed  by  five  members  of  the  Board.  Two  days'  notice 
must  be  given  of  the  time  of  meeting. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

Nine  members  of  the  Board  shall  confetitute  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  business,  at  all  meetings  of  said  Board,  except  in  the 
special  cases,  when  by  law  a  greater  number  is  required. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

The  Managers  may  at  any  time  make  such  alterations  in  these 
By-Laws  as  may  be  deemed  necessary,  provided  they  be  not  con* 
trary  to  the  certificate  of  Incorporation,  and  that  such  alteration 
shall  be  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Managers,  at  least  one  meeting 
before  the  same  are  acted  upon,  and  that  they  shall  not  be  passed 
upon  unless  specified  in  the  call  of  the  meeting. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

An  office  shall  be  opened  in  an  eligible  situation,  for  the  purpose 
of  concentrating  and  diffusing  all  information  pertaining  to  the 
Society's  operations  and  objects,  and  for  the  transaction  of  its 
general  business. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  General  Agent,  to  devote  himself 
wiih  diligence  and  fidelity  to  the  affairs  of  the  Association,  and 
he  shall  be  subject  to  and  act  under  the  direction  of  the  Board, 
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and  may  be  removed  or  suspended  by  the  Board.  It  shall  be  his 
duty  to  attend  at  the  office  of  the  Association,  and  receive  appli- 
cations for  relief,  and  either  personally,  or  through  the  medium  of 
competent  agents,  appointed  by  him,  with  the  advice  and  consent 
of  the  President,  to  investigate  all  applications,  and  furnish  appro- 
priate relief,  advising  with  the  President,  or  with  some  member  oi 
the  Board,  on  all  difficult  questions  and  doubtful  cases,  before 
granting  relief.  He  shall  also  render  a  report  to  the  Board  at  each 
stated  meeting. 

ARTICLE  X. 

Each  ward  included  in  the  operations  of  this  Association,  shall 
have  an  Advisory  Committee  of  not  less  than  two  members,  the 
number  in  each  ward  to  be  decided  upon  by  the  Board  of  Managers 
previous  to  each  Annual  Meeting.  'It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Advisory  Committees  to  divide  their  wards  into  such  sections  as 
may  be  desirable,  appoint  solicitors  therefor,  fill  vacancies  which 
may  occur,  and  exercise  a  general  supervision  over  the  operations 
of  the  Society,  in  their  respective  wards. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  members  of  the  Association,  to  en- 
deavor in  all  suitable  ways,  to  give  practical  effect  to  its  principles  j 
especially  to  discountenance  indiscriminate  almsgiving  and  street 
begging,  to  provide  themselves  with  tickets  of  reference  or  mem 
bers'  requests,  and  refer  persons  whom  they  wish  aided  to  the 
General  Agent,  in  order  that  such  cases  may  be  properly  inquired 
into,  and  if  deserving,  be  relieved.
